These  photos  were  taken  in 
the  state  house  at  Springfield 
on  June3,  1860,  just  16  days 
after  Lincoln  had  been  nomi- 
nated for  the  Presidency  by  the 

Republican  party  m  the  Wig- 
wam at  Chicago.  They  there- 
fore show  him  beardless.  Not 
till  some  months  later  did  he 
grow  the  beard  which  he  was 
to  wear  for  the  rest  of  his  days. 
In  the  opinion  of  many  people 
who  had  seen  Lincoln,  the  Hes- 
ler photos  are  more  true  to 
life  than  any  others  ever  made.
